Volunteer Militia was stationed at Fort Monroe in 
Virginia. That year. President Lincoln's Emancipation 
Proclamation went into effect, an order that required the 
army to treat anyone enslaved in Confederate territories 
as free persons. 

Soldiers at Fort Monroe were already used to 
dealing with slaves seeking freedom. In 1861, General 
Benjamin Butler of Massachusetts declared that any 
slaves escaping to Union lines would not be returned to 
slavery. General Butler was not exactly freeing slaves.

He considered them contraband of war. However, many 
slaves considered it freedom and began to head toward 
Fort Monroe. The fort soon became known as "Freedom's 
Fortress.'' 

Sometime between 1861, when General Butler 
issued his orders on dealing with escaped slaves, and 
1863, when the Emancipation Proclamation went into 
effect, a slave named William Scott began working as an 
assistant cook with the Third Regiment. 

William was born into slavery around 1822 in 
Virginia. He was enslaved in Hicksford by a man named 
Nathaniel Land. At some point, William was sold to a 
man named George Gray of Windsor, North Carolina. 

By 1850, George Gray owned five human beings 
ranging in age from 20 to 80 years old. 10 years later. Gray 
owned even more people, 17 in all. The youngest was 
six years old. It is presumed that Gray lost his slaves to 
freedom around 1863, including William Scott. In 1869, 
Gray's wife, Helen Land, died and Gray died 10 years 
later. The inscription on his stone in Rose Field Cemetery 
in Windsor reads: "In memory of George Gray. The 
righteous hath hope in his death." 

While a slave under George Gray, William became 
involved with a slave woman named Priscilla Collins. 
Priscilla had been married to another slave and had 
children. While slave marriages held no legal standing 
under local or federal law, enslaved humans married out 
of tradition, the belief in the importance of family and, of 
course, love. 

However, slave marriages could be broken at 
anytime. A slave owner could decide to sell a slave who 
was married while the spouse stayed behind. Children of 
a slave couple could be sold as well. Families were often 
ripped apart to never see one another again. 

Priscilla was born into slavery around 1805 and

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was owned by a local lawyer, James Allen. Among Allen's 
possessions that sold at his estate sale after he died in the 
late 1840s were six Waverly novels, five tea spoons and ''1 
black man to Dr. Bond." 

Priscilla was sent to live with lawyer Allen's 
son, Thomas. It is possible that at this point, Priscilla and 
her husband were separated or her husband died. Later, 
Priscilla and William would meet and they would marry. 

However, the circumstances of the war would 
force them apart, but not forever. While William was 
working as the assistant cook for the Third Regiment, he 
headed north with a company that was made up mostly 
of men from Lynn, Mass. It is unclear why he didn't travel 
back to Lynn with the company. Instead, he ended up in

William evidently became popular in 
Mattapoisett. The whereabouts of Priscilla were either 
known by William or a group of people who befriended 
him in Mattapoisett and tracked Priscilla down. In 1868, 
she was brought north to be reunited with William. 

In June, William and Priscilla were married on 
Mechanic Street at a house that had been "fitted for their 
use.'' At the time, this was the only house on the west 
side of the street from County Road to Church Street 
besides a school house that sat on the corner of Church 
and Mechanic Streets. 

In attendance were 75 of their friends 
''representing all classes" who had made the 
arrangements for the couple to marry. William and 
Priscilla received many gifts which were described as 
"new, useful and entertaining." The evening of their 
wedding was spent at their home with their friends 
singing songs and celebrating. 

William went to work as a farmhand and by 1880, 
Priscilla' s 13-year-old granddaughter, Delia Allen, was 
living with them as a family. 

Five years later, Priscilla would become sick and 
die. Her cause of death was listed as enlargement of her 
liver. She had survived slavery, become a free woman and 
lived to be around 80 years old. William was now living 
alone. Delia was living in New Bedford, possibly with a 
family as their servant. However, in 1889, she too became

ill and died of a consumption-related illness. 

William continued to live in his Mechanic Street 
home for the next couple of decades, working as a laborer. 
In early November, 1912, he became ill. He was in his 90s 
working as a gardener but time was taking its toll and his 
heart was failing. On December 12, 1912, William died in 
at home. 

He was laid to rest in Gushing Cemetery, his 
headstone noting his origin as a slave. Nearby are the 
graves of Priscilla and Delia, forever reunited with his 
family.

Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee said that his 
staff handled 167 police calls for service from Friday to 
Wednesday responded to eight motor vehicle crashes, 
and to numerous downed wires and tree calls. 

"I'd like to thank the other public safety 
departments,'' said Magee. "I thank them for the full 
cooperation that we always get." 

Magee also commended the work of several 
volunteers at the temporary shelter that was set up at the 
Senior Center in town. 

"I'd be remiss to leave out the folks from the COA 
that ran the shelter," said Magee. "The people there were 
very grateful. They did a nice job." 

He added that he would leave information sheets 
with the Board for town residents about how to access 
emergency notifications for future storms. Magee also 
said the Fire Department has information on their website 
about storm preparation. 

Several other people representing town 
departments spoke about the commendable jobs each 
department did, including the Fire Department, the 
Highway Department, the Communication Center and 
the volunteer staff at the shelter. 

"A big credit goes to this group here," said 
LaCamera. "If anyone in the community has any 
suggestions [regarding future storms], we'll take them." 

The Board also unanimously approved deficit 
spending resulting from the storm for snow and ice 
removal. 

Another issue discussed at the meeting was the 
potential implementation of a change from quarterly tax 
bills to semi-annual bills. LaCamera is requesting that the 
town's assessors attend that next meeting of the Board to 
further discuss this potential change. 

Also discussed were increases in school budgets 
that had been approved for Fiscal Year 2014. According to 
LaCamera, Old Colony has been approved for an increase 
of approximately $24,800, ORR for $103,000 and Rochester 
Memorial School for $53,000. 

The Board also addressed the problem of 
mounting maintenance issues at Rochester Memorial 
School that they had received numerous complaints

"The Board of Selectmen have been hearing about 
maintenance issues at the RMS, and the town has invested 
a lot of money/' said Selectman Richard Nunes. "The 
Board has been getting info that there are maintenance 
issues that are taking a while to be addressed. There's a 
lot of equipment that needs maintenance.

The Finance Committee presented a list of known 
budget increases for Fiscal Year 2014 which totaled 
$436,054. The largest of these items were health insurance 
and school budget increases. The projections for FY 
2014 also included $712,681 in new revenues from an 
increase in levy limit, state aid and local receipts. Items 
that have not yet been factored into the budget include 
supplementing the smaller department budgets which 
have been level funded for the past five years, as well as 
future employment contracts. 

One item that the Finance Committee wanted 
the Board to consider was the addition of a new position 
in the Highway Department. Selectman Jordan Collyer 
stated he felt very strong about adding the position to the

"I know that if we add that person we will be able 
to recoup the cost just by doing one project a year with the 
Highway Department. This will be the first new position 
added to the highway department in 25 years/' stated 
Collyer. 

The budget process is ongoing in preparation for 
town meeting in May and both the Finance Committee 
and Board of Selectmen will be reviewing items in the 
upcoming months. 

At 7:00 pm. Chairman Collyer began the regular 
meeting of the Board of Selectmen. At the meeting the 
Board received a citation from the Pilgrim Sands Rider's 
Club for their continued support of the club's activities. 
The PSRC holds rides at the town landfill twice a year 
with their next meet scheduled for April 21. 

The first appointment was the annual meeting 
of the Tri-Town Herring Inspectors. The herring count 
for the past year has doubled from the previous year and 
stands at about 28,000 in Snipatuit Pond. 

"We're way up, which is good," Mattapoisett's 
Herring Inspector Bob Martin said. "At one point we were 
down to six or eight thousand, so a 100 percent increase in 
a year is encouraging." 

Harbormaster Horace Field briefed the Selectmen 
on the progress of the re-grid project on the east side 
of the harbor. After surveying other harbors, the new 
spacing has been set at 140 feet.

"Also, there are seven or eight moorings in 
the channel currently, mine included,'' reported Field. 
"They're going to have to move, Fm moving mine/' 

"This will add 10 spots which will cover the cost 
of moving the moorings within a couple years," said 
Selectman Paul Silva. 

Chairman CoUyer asked if the town's software 
could be used to re-grid the Mattapoisett Boatyards 
moorings to try and get them into their allotted area. The 
Harbormaster agreed that they could and that doing so 
may free up some space for town moorings as well. 

"I still have some moorings to give out this year, 
people just aren't paying," said Field. Currently there are 
about 70 people on the waiting list for moorings. 

The Board approved $2,500 to re-grid the east side 
of the harbor. 

Town Administrator Gagne reported that they are 
looking into the required equipment to add Wi-Fi to the 
wharf area. The service is expected to be free to use, as it 
will encourage commerce with local businesses if visitors 
are able to find information easier. 

Field also reviewed the lighting for the wharf 
area. He is currently researching prices and will advise 
the Board when he has a plan. He is also waiting for a 
replacement sign for Holmes Wharf; the new sign that 
was received by the town arrived misspelt so it wasn't 
posted. 

Field reviewed several electrical repairs and 
upgrades that are needed. Selectman Colly er suggested 
putting together a line item for town meeting, which 
would include all the electrical repairs and upgrades that 
are needed for the waterfront. 

"This way we can just get these items done all at 
once after town meeting if it's approved."

Poisonous Plants 

My cat likes to chew on houseplants in the winter and I will 
often see him chewing on leaves in my garden in the summer. 
I am aware that some plants might be poisonous but am not 
certain which are the main ones to be avoided. 

Of the more common house and garden plants the 
most toxic seem to be in the lily family. Lily of the Valley, 
a common landscape plant, can affect the heart and may be 
deadly. Easter Lilies may cause kidney failure and death. 
The Castor Bean plant may also cause death if the beans are 
chewed and ingested. 

Other common potentially poisonous plant include 
Aloe Vera, English Ivy, Periwinkle, Pothos, Primrose, Chry- 
santhemum, Clematis Hyacinth, Schefflera and Wisteria. 
The clinical signs associated with this group of plants are 
primarily gastrointestinal including salivation, vomiting and 
diarrhea. The signs and severity of illness will vary with the 
type of plant and the amount ingested. If your pet seems to 
be prone to eating large amounts of homegrown vegetation, 
avoidance of plants on the list is wise.

the minimum lot size for a single family dwelling is two 
acres and the Habitat lot has 19,509 square feet less than 
the requirement. 

Setbacks were also an issue, with the home being 
pushed toward the east side of the lot to provide more 
access to sunlight. A solar voltaic electric roof system was 
donated to the project and Beck and Saltonstall asked the 
Board to allow the siting of the home to benefit from the 
solar panels. 

Chairman Eric Pierce asked about the impact of 
the solar panels on the electric bill. ''We don't know for 
sure ... I'm guessing that 35 to 50 percent of the electric 
bill will be taken care of," said Saltonstall. "This is a 
small, compact house with a small roof."

for medical purposes. This law would enable the creation 
of marijuana distribution centers across the state. 

John Charbonneau of the Board recommended 
that it approve a future motion to create a moratorium 
bylaw that will not allow marijuana dispensaries to oper- 
ate within Rochester until the state figures out what they 
want to do about legislating the new law. 

"The state does not know how to deal with the 
fact that each county must have at least one dispensary 
and no more than five/' said Charbonneau. "That's [the 
moratorium] what Fm recommending. They've done the 
same thing in New Bedford and Wareham." 

The moratorium would have to be approved at a 
future town meeting in order to take effect. 

The Board also unanimously approved a motion 
to continue the public hearing on a potential project at 
Shawmut Associates, LLC of 50 Cranberry Highway in 
Rochester. 

The applicants have requested permission to 
make numerous changes to their existing facility. The plan 
is to add to the current structure, which is approximately 
37,000 square feet. The new structure would be approxi- 
mately 89,900 square feet. They are also requesting a 
permit to install solar panels on the new roof. 

It appears that many requirements must be met 
prior to approval for changes to the site. Regulations 
regarding water, rainfall basins, repaving of existing 
roadways around the facility, wetland setbacks, buffer

setbacks, and numerous other requirements must be met. 
Also, engineers will have to work to make sure the rede- 
velopment can occur legally. 

Representatives for Shawmut Associates said 
that they also plan to cap a pre-existing well and remove 
a transformer that would be in the way of the new pav- 
ing changes. They also need to have a site plan review 
by someone from the Board as well as approval from the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
before work can begin. 

"WeTl probably set a date at our next meeting and 
get out there and inspect it/' said Johnson. 

The Board showed some concern that the pre-ex- 
isting truck scale may be too close to part of the potential 
building, and they'd like to make sure there was ample 
room. 

'Tt's just something that we'd like to see,'' said 
Johnson. 

Johnson added that there will future hearings to 
keep those who are interested in the project up to date. 

A motion to continue the public hearing will be 
held on March 12 at 7:30 pm, after the Planning Board 

meeting.

The Tabor drama department is up and running 
once again with the play "Miss Witherspoon/' which will 
be shown in the Black Box Theatre at Tabor Academy 
from February 28 to March 2 at 7:30 pm. 

The play features a hapless woman named 
Veronica (aka Miss Witherspoon), played by Brittany 
Montuori, '13, who kills herself because she is upset 
with what the world has become. She enters a bardo 
which happens to be framed as a miniature play in this 
version. Maryamma, played by Kristiana Sotiriou, '15, 
continuously reincarnates Veronica into different societies. 



What makes this comedy of suicide hilarious is 
the way these societies are so different; yet, they each give 
the same shockwave of laughter to the audience. 

For example, Colby Magratten, '14, gets to play 
two different types of mothers: one extremely happy one, 
and one extremely abusive. The vast difference of the two 
roles is not only an unpleasant reminder of society, but 
also a new experience for Magratten. 

"I get to scream at a lot other people during the 
play," she said. "It's not something I have done before 
during my acting career." 

While the plot in the play has remained the same, 
some of the specific details of the play have been altered. 

The bardo is filled with toys, such as a swing set 
and a slide, to fit Maryamma' s adjusted personality as a 
child. Plus, the sleazy man, a deadly drug dealer played 
by Derek Huang, '15, is given the added feature of being 
blind. 

"We have kept adding silly things to make it 
interesting," Director Donn Tyler said. "The only feature 
that we had to keep consistent with the original play was 
the transparent chair in the bardo because of the original 
director's recommendation." 

The play is the second theatrical production 
over the span of a week, following the musical "Damn 
Yankees!," which took place from February 21 to 23. 

Huang and Matt Hlady '13, who was also in 
the musical, play varying fathers. Demi Hunte-Josiah, 
'13, plays varying roles, including a teacher who fails 
miserably to communicate with the abusive mother, 
prompting one of Miss Witherspoon's many deaths. 

"At first, the thought of suicide made me 
skeptical," Magratten said, "but the play has come 
together nicely, and I am excited to see how the audience 
reacts."

finals, she ran in the 55 meter dash, where she placed 13th 
with a time of 7.56 seconds.

Rochester stretched their lead to 30-18 with just about 
seven minutes remaining, forcing Falmouth to call their 
final timeout. Falmouth once again kept it close by 
forcing turnovers off their relentless full-court pressure, 
narrowing the lead to 36-30 with three minutes to go.

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is phased in five parts: Phase lA, $5.2 million; Phase IB, 
$4.6 million; Phase 2, $3.9 million; Phase 3, $3.2 million 
and Phase 4, $3.5 million. The estimated cost of the project 
is thus $20.4 million. There is $2 million in state grant 
money. The $2 million in grant money is a mealy a [sic] 
source of project funding. These grants do not reduce 
the cost of the project. Likewise, the Town Administrator 
misrepresented the project costs savings as $9 million.

estimate contained a very significant cost contingency 
factor. How do you reduce cost? You do so in part by 
reducing the amount of the contingency These are very 
soft dollar estimates. We were not told by CDM what is in 
the $248,000 Contingency for Phase 1 A or what is in the 
$841,000 given for Other Town Costs for Phase 1 A shown 
in the their PowerPoint report. 

Also looking at the CDM presentation, it's clear 
the estimated CDM fee for this project is approximately 
20 percent of the constriction costs. This cost is 
euphemistically classified as Engineering Services. For 
project Phase 1 A, this cost is stated as $581,000. The 
higher the construction costs, the higher the CDM fee. 
Over the 10-year life of the project, it looks as if this fee 
will range in the $4 million area. 

I would encourage Marion taxpayers to attend 
the public meeting on this project March 7, look at the 
project and ask some hard questions. From my view of 
the world, this project is over-engineered, full of bloat and 
not well-vetted. Is the Village Sewer, drainage and paving 
necessary? In some form, absolutely yes, no doubt about 
it in my mind. Is the Village Project acceptable with the 
current projected engineering and cost? My answer would 
be no. If this makes Marion taxpayers a bit skeptical, it 
should. It makes me very skeptical of the administration's 
ability to properly scope and control consulting engineers 
and costs. We are looking at big dollars in capital 
spending and we in Marion better get it right. 

At this point, we have an over-built elementary 
school and police station. Current Marion debt is about 
$45 million and another estimated $12 million (mine) in 
unfunded benefit obligations. There are approximately 
2,400 taxpayers to pay this debt, interest plus new debt to 
pay for all of this "new stuff.'' Do the per taxpayer math! 

At the Spring Town Meeting, voters will be 
looking at approving the first phase of this project 
reported by CDM in its PowerPoint presentation as $5.2 
million. Note, however, the Town will apply $1.3 million 
of $2 million of grant money, so it makes it look as if the 
project is only going to cost $3.9 million. Not so! The $3.9 
million is the balance of what the Town needs to finance 
of the $5.2 million cost of Phase 1 A, which will probably

The Town warrant has yet 
to be settled as to what is on or not on it for Spring Town 
Meeting approval. It's going to be a warrant not like the 
ones in recent years that I know.

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of Curriculum and Instruction, who clearly is only 
interested in data and assessment and puts little focus on 
instruction, which is what good teaching and learning 
is all about. One of my former colleagues, an excellent 
teacher herself, has often said to me, "When are we [the 
district] going to work on instruction?

For those of you who keep score, I got four out of 
six predictions right. Go me. The ones I missed were arguably 
the toughest to call: Best Supporting Actor and Best Direc- 
tor. And those were about the only surprises for me on Oscar 
Night 2013. The show itself was ... boringly agreeable. There 
was nothing hideously inappropriate, despite what many feared 
when Seth MacFarlane, creator of the raunchy Family Guy and 
Ted, was announced as the host. MacFarlane understood that the 
only way to host these things is to put quotation marks around 
everything you do; in short, to do a routine about "a guy hosting 
the Oscars." I could see why the Academy picked him: he's 
funny, he's slick, he's presentable, and he can sing. As the night 
wore on, the quotation marks faded and MacFarlane became a 
real guy hosting the real Oscars, making the time-honored jokes 
about the show running long (guys, the show always runs long; 
not a one of us expects to be out of there before 11:30 at the 
earliest). 

Still, MacFarlane acquitted himself smoothly, and 
I don't think he has to worry about those "Worst Oscar Host 
Ever" headlines Captain Kirk warned him about. Like MacFar- 
lane, the show was restrained, even though the night's theme 
was "movie musicals of the last decade," which meant we got 
a number from Chicago and a cast reunion from Chicago, be- 
cause one of the show's producers, Craig Zadan, also co-pro- 
duced Chicago. There was no shortage of divas: Shirley Bassey 
performing "Goldfinger" and flinging a gauntlet down for Adele 
("Let's see you do that when you're 76" was the subtext); Cath- 
erine Zeta- Jones and Jennifer Hudson; Adele herself, of course, 
performing "Skyfall" and then winning for it; Barbra Streisand 
bringing some Broadway bathos to her tribute to Marvin Ham- 
lisch; and Kristin Chenoweth joining MacFarlane for the end- 
credits song "Here's to the Losers," surely the first Oscar-night 
number to tease viewers into thinking they might hear a very 
R-rated synonym for female anatomy. Oh, Seth, such a card. 

The night was disappointingly short on tackiness and 
incomprehensible moments; even Quentin Tarantino minded his 
manners and kept his speech brief. As always, I was annoyed 
by the "lesser" winners being rudely played off — by the theme 
from Jaws, yet — while more famous people get to blather with 
impunity. You might not care about the guy who wins for Best 
Documentary Short Subject or the lady who wins for Best Cos- 
tume Design, but they've worked hard for many years to get up 



there, they may never get up there again, and they deserve better 
than to have the orchestra cutting them off during their moment 
in the lights. Every damn year, I grumble something like "They 
have time for montages" — in this case, a "fifty years of James 
Bond" thing — "but they don't have time to let people talk." 
Ah, well. That's the Oscars. 

It's rare for a Best Picture winner not to win Best Di- 
rector as well. Rarer still is when the director of a Best Picture 
winner isn't even nominated. It hasn't happened since Driving 
Miss Daisy 23 years ago, and Argo became only the fourth such 
Best Picture winner in the history of the Academy Awards. As 
one of the film's producers, though, Ben Affleck got to hold a 
trophy and say a few words anyway. A rare tie happened, too 
("No B.S.," said presenter Mark Wahlberg, "there's really a 
tie"), in the Sound Effects Editing category. Life of Pi emerged 
as the clear winner of the evening, taking home four awards; 
Lincoln, with 12 nominations, had to content itself with two 
wins. All of the nine Best Picture nominees got something for 
their troubles except Beasts of the Southern Wild, shut out in the 
four categories in which it was nominated. Maybe next time, 
Quvenzhane. 

I don't know that expanding the number of Best Pic- 
ture possibles from five to nine or ten has helped much. Most 
observers say this was done as a response to the disappoint- 
ment that The Dark Knight wasn't nominated. The reasoning 
was that, by creating a larger playing field, crowd-pleasing hits 
could make it onto the roster, while they couldn't have when the 
field was limited to only five, and that this would help give the 
mainstream audience more of a rooting interest in the Oscars 
and thus increase the number of eyeballs. Of 2012's ten biggest 
hits, though, only Brave won anything significant (a surprise to 
some, since it wasn't considered one of Pixar's best), and the 
biggest blockbuster. The Avengers, garnered but one nomination 
(which it lost to Life of Pi). 

I'm not saying the Oscars should become a way to 
throw awards to big moneymakers on top of their piles of cash. 
That's what the People's Choice Awards are for. The Oscars 
ostensibly reward excellence (although we still live in a world 
where master cinematographer Roger Deakins, a loser again this 
year for Skyfall, has no Oscars), and though we may quibble 
over what constitutes excellence, we can probably agree that 
Argo has a more solid claim to excellence than does, say. Snow 
White and the Huntsman or Hotel Transylvania. Both of which, 
incidentally, made more money than Argo. But now that it's 
officially Best Picture, Argo may make another million or two 
in a theatrical re-release, and will likely sell that much better 
on DVD and Blu-ray. That's what the Oscars can and should 
do — bring more attention to movies that deserve it, rather than 
fawning over movies that don't need it. 
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reduce nitrogen pollution, the Buzzards Bay Coalition 
is hosting a free workshop on Wednesday, March 6 in 
New Bedford. The workshop will provide attendees 
with solutions to the region's main source of nitrogen 
pollution: wastewater. The workshop will highlight 
innovative solutions to wastewater for homes, towns and 
neighborhoods. 

For homeowners, George Heufelder, Director 
of the Barnstable County Department of Health and the 
Massachusetts Alternative Septic System Test Center, will 
discuss innovative septic system technology designed to 
minimize nitrogen flow into groundwater and then to the 
Bay 

For municipal sewer systems. Amy Lowell, 
Wastewater Operator from the Town of Falmouth, will 
outline the performance of Falmouth's wastewater plant 
in reducing nitrogen concentrations. The facility was 
upgraded in 2005, leading to a greater than 75 percent 
reduction in the amount of nitrogen flowing into West 
Falmouth Harbor. 

Finally, a third solution — neighborhood-sized 
treatment plants — will be investigated by Jeffery 
Osuch, from the Town of Fairhaven, who will profile the 
wastewater treatment plant that serves the West Island 
community. 

The March 6 workshop is the first of three 
Decision Makers Workshops the Bay Coalition will host 
this spring. A workshop on Wednesday, March 20 in East 
Wareham will outline solutions for reducing nitrogen 
from stormwater, agriculture and landscaping. The third 
workshop, on Wednesday, April 3 in Bourne, will provide 
solutions for planning and funding a cost-effective 
cleanup. 

Decision Makers Workshops are appropriate 
for anybody looking for solutions to reduce nitrogen 
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pollution, but is particularly beneficial for town officials 
and staff, as well as community members and businesses 
with a concern for clean water. The March 6 workshop 
is approved for Training Contact Hours for wastewater 
treatment plant operators and septic system installers.
